tankerous friend,” but yesterday Mr. 
Nichols disclosed a series cif paym ents 
to W. S. Manning of Albany, a former 
actuary, who had been connected with 
the investigation of insurance com­ 
panies in 1X77. 
Mr. Hughes inquired 
as to a report that Manning had been 
in possession of the information shat 
was suppressed during this investiga­ 
tion and that would have been detri­ 
m e n t a l to the Equitable. 
Mr Nichols 
could not recall the suppression of in­ 
formation, hut he detailed the pay­ 
ment of sum s of money over a consid­ 
erable period to Manning as an induce­ 
ment to give up his business as ac­ 
tuary. in which capacity he believed
